Of the Inhabitants of the Hamlet of Wapping, in the Parith of 


St. Mary White-Chappe! in the County of M:ddleſex. 
Humbly preſented to the PARLIAMENT of England. 


H E Pariſh of Wizte-Chappe/, being ve! . Populons about the Year 1617, the Inhabitants of Wapping ( being a Hamblct 
by themſelves , chuling all their own Officers, maintaining their own Poor, . and being charged for all Kings Taxes ,

as 1f they werea Pariſh) did by a Voluntary Contribution Ere& a Chappel in Japping aforctaid , which was duly. 


Contecrated ; and the Inhabitants and their Succeſlors have ever ſince repaired it and by free Colle&tions have maintain- 
cd a Miniſter there, without the Allowance of one Penny to the faid Miniſter from the ReQors of the ſaid Pariſh. 


And vet during all this time, the Inhabitants of Wappiyg have paid to the ſeveral ReQors of White-Chappel, the full Rate of 
Tythes, in reipect of their Houſes which was former] y paid, although they have had no benefit of their Cure, and alſo have been 
Alleſt rather igher towards the repairs of the Pariſh Church than any other of the Inhabitants. 


* 'The whole Pariſh of White-Chappel conſiſts of more then 4000 Houſes, and the Inhabitants by the loweſt computation are be- 
tween Thirty and Forty Thoufand Souls ; ſo that the faid Pariſh has many more Inhabitants in it then One Third part of the 
whole City of London , which is 97 Pariſhes, 


The Harbltt of Wapping has formerly been eſteemed Ons Third part of the whcle Pariſh, but now by the Building of CGoodarans- 
Fields and other places, 'in which have been Ereged S1x. or Seven Hundred Houſes within Ten Years laſt, and by a moderate 
computation above 150 Houſes within about 3o Years, and this all in the upper part ot the Pariſh ; ſo that the Haxblet of iVapping 
( which cannot be increaſed by new Bujldings (having no ground to Build upon) is now not one Fourth part of the whole, and 


yet notw:thitanding 1s charg'd as One Third part. 


Within 24 Years Jaſt paſt, there have happened five dreatiful fires in Wapping, which totally conſumed 5co Houſes, with Goods, 
Merchanarzes &c. to the value of One Hundred Thoniand Pounds, which decayed divers of its Inhabitarits, and ruined more ; 
and ſince this preſent War, the Inhabttants being chietly Seamen, and depending on Sca Trade, are greatly Impoveriſhed, and be- 
ing burthen'd with many Widdows and Orphans, they are-unable to pay Rate Tytkes, to the ReQors of W kite-Chappel (ot whoſe 
Cure they can have no bencfit, by reaſon of the great diſtance of the Church from them; and the vaſt numbers of the Inhabitants , 
which are ſo great, that the Pariſh Church cannot conttain One Tenth part of them ) and maintain their own Miniſter and ſupport 
their own Chappel as formerly : So that the Inhabitants will be conſtramed to ler their Chappel fall , and ſhall thereby become deſti- 
tute of Divine Service, Sacraments, and other Religions Offices there tor the future ; which muſt neceſſarily throw them into a 
Deſcction from the Church in particular, or to all Religion in general, which Gud Avert. 


And for prevention of it, they beg the Aſliſtance of this preſent Parliament , praying they may be made a Pariſh diltinc& by 
themiclves. 


Obj. 1. Perhaps it may be OljeGed, That if Wapping be made a Pariſh, this will become a damage to the ReFory of White-Chappel , 
and in particular fo the preſent RedGor £ 


Anſ. 1f Wapping be made a Pariſh, yet White-Chappe!, through the Advantage of the New Buildings ({ moſt of which are fair 
and large Houles and Inhabited by Perſons of great Wealth ) will ſtill be made better then it was 3o Years ago with Wapping , 
and will (it's verily believed )) be worth with the Perquiſites, above 400 /. per Annum. 


Obj. 2. If Wapping be made a Pariſh, this will Exempt them from contributing to the Repairs of White-Chappel-Church and 
High-ways ? 


Anſ. 1. White-Chappe! without Wappirg, will better be able, through the increaſe of their Inhabitants, to repair their Church and 
High-ways ( of which Wapping have no benefit ) then formerly they could with Wapping. 


2. Wapping has been at above 700 }, Charge of late Years in paving their own Ways, which were formerly unpav'd, 


3. They have been of late Years at many Hundreds of Pounds Charge in enlarging the Out-lets of the Common-Sewers , and are 
ſtill at great coſt in maintaining them , which do receive and convey the greateſt part of the Water of White-Chappel into the River 
of Thames , notwithſtanding to which White-Chappel contributes not one Penny 3 all which are great Advantages , but no Charge 


to White-Chappel. 


4. The Hamblet of Wapping are to have one Third part of all Publick Charities given to the Pariſh at large, one Third part of 
the Rent of the Pariſh Houſes , one Sixth part of all Offerings, which ( if they are made a diſtin& Pariſh) they ſhall utterly loſe. 


All which conſidered will much more then compenſate their preſent Charge to the Church and High-ways.
